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A Teacher or Tickler, Which? |

I believe that now is the time, in these 
last days, that we need to preach the gos- 
pel in its fullness and spare not. 2 Pet. 
2:4, “For if God spared not the angels 
that sinned, but cast them down to hell, 
and delivered them into chains of dark- 
ness, to be reserved unto judgment,” 
neither will God spare the preachers if 
we preach not this gospel as God has 
given it to us, or as it is in the Bible, 
foursquare and no cutting corners to 
miss someone or to please the half- 
hearted. 

2 Tim. 4:2, “Preach the word; be in- 
stant in season, out of season; reprove, re- 
buke, exhort with all longsuffering and 
doctrine.” 


WHY I AM IN THE CHURCH 


NOT because the preachers compro- 
mised with me. They never at any time 
said, Just believe it as you see it. They 
never said, Just throw your hat in the 
ring and consider yourself one of us. 
They never said, We believe in tithing, 
but if you don’t see it that way, that is 
all right. No! No! No! They preached 
the Word; they preached the doctrine, 
uncom promisingly. If they would have 
compromised with me, then my doctrine 
would have been as good as theirs and 
there would have been no inducement 
for me to join the Church of God. 

The public has already got all this 
other, so let us Church of God people 
continue to build on the good old 
Church of God foundation. I too, say 
with Paul, preach the doctrine. 

If we move over, little by little, after 
awhile we will not be the Bible Church, 
the Church of God. 

1 Cor. 3:9, 10, “For we are laborers to- 
gether with God: ye are God’s husband- 
ry, ye are God’s building. According to 
the grace of God which is given unto me, 
as a wise masterbuilder, (one who directs 
building operations) I have laid the 
foundation, and another buildeth there- 
on. But let every man take heed how he 
buildeth thereupon.” 

Eph. 2:21, “In whom all the building 
fitly framed together groweth unto an 


holy temple in the Lord.” Not to frame 
one another, but put the house of God 
together and when this material is sawed 
and planed and sanded, prepared and 
seasoned (How?

No, He 
didn’t offer to compromise, but con- 
tinued His evangelical preaching. 


A TICKLER 

To tickle is to touch lightly so as to 
excite the nerves and produce a peculiar 
thrilling or tingling sensation; to please 
or amuse. 

Now we know that there is plenty of 
this going on in the church world, but 
is it in the Church of God? I visited a 
service one time and the spirit and con- 
duct was much more like a worldly 
comedy than a religious service. A 
preacher said he could make this church 
shout any time he desired to do so. This 
evidently is that tickling and likely Je- 
sus had tried many times to get a shout 
from that church and failed. The tick- 
ling type will produce a crowd that will 
never take the doctrine of the Church, 
likely will have spiritual rheumatism and 
be so warped they will never fit in the 
building. 

I believe Paul was a good Church of 
God preacher, and he said, Preach the 
word and doctrine and I am sure it will 
bring results. You may call me a hard- 
boiled preacher and you may call me a 
preacher of doctrine, but please don’t 
call me a tickler for I love the doctrine.

But though 
we, or an angel from (Where?) heaven, 
preach any other gospel unto you than 
that which we have preached unto you, 
let him be accursed.”

Evangel’s Birthday 


The Evangel’s birthday was the first 
of March. In our busy rush we over- 
looked mentioning this in last week’s is- 
sue. Twenty-nine years ago this good 
paper was started, printed by Rogers 
Printing Company. It was just a little 
sheet at that time. Later the Assembly 
decided to print the paper themselves 
and this printing began in a one-room 
printing office and the type was set by 
hand. It gained prestige and support 
from time to time until today it is 
printed in a nice, commodious print shop 
with solid brick walls and is the best 
arranged print shop I know of in the 
South. The Evangel had many financial 
struggles. There was a time when a col- 
lection had to be taken at the Assembly 
to pay its expenses. Its Editor was paid 
from the tithes fund, but today the Edi- 
tor is paid from the Publishing House 
fund and appropriations are made to 
other institutions in the Church. It main- 
tains a large crew of hands and through 
its financial backing has been made pos- 
sible the printing of other literature and 
the distribution of free tracts. 

We now have a circulation of 10,200, 
this includes rolls as well as subscriptions. 
We wish to thank the many friends of 
the Evangel who have worked so faith- 
fully to increase its circulation. We can 
boast of its being a clean paper. There is 
nothing printed in it that would be 
against the most sacred principles of holi- 
ness and truth. Its authors are original 
in their compositions and we rarely ever 
put in clippings of any kind. We want to 
keep it the most sacred printed paper in 
the world. We know that it will not gain 
popularity fast but we had rather have a 
more limited circulation and have the 
truth put before its readers than to in- 
crease its circulation on fiction. Think 
of the thousands of readers in rural dis- 
tricts and other places where there is no 
minister to pray for them when they are 





sick. Many of them resort to the Evangel, 
and thousands have been healed by laying 
this little paper on their bodies. Of course 
this is made possible by the faith of those 
who are sick, and also because the Evan- 
gel is a clean paper. We are not ashamed 
of those who are holy and pure to look 
into its pages. Quite a few outsiders at 
different times have criticized the re- 
ports of being healed through laying on 
the Evangel, but just so the work is done 
we do not care for unjust criticism. 
When the Evangel is wrapped and ready 
for mailing, we kneel around the mail 
sacks and pray for God to make it a 
blessing to its readers and help it to find 
its way into other hands. 


Those who have charge of preparing 
the data for the Evangel put forth every 
effort to see that it maintains and teaches 
old time Bible holiness as much as lies 
within their power. We feel like saying 
with Paul, “Follow peace with all men 
and holiness without which no man shall 
see the Lord,” Heb. 12:14. “Blessed and 
holy is he that hath part in the first 
resurrection, on such the second death 
hath no power, but they shall be priests 
of God and of Christ, and shall reign 
with him a thousand years,” Rev. 20:6. 
We believe it will take old time Bible 
holiness to take us through, and this can 
be obtained in no other way than through 
belief in Jesus Christ and the application 
of His precious blood to cleanse and 
make us pure. “According as he hath 
chosen us in him before the foundation 
of the world, that we should be holy and 
without blame before him in love,” Eph. 
1:4. It seems that this has been the will 
of God since before the world was be- 
gun. That being true, holiness is older 
than the earth and yet many think that 
it is out of divine order and that it is 
not necessary or possible in this life, but 
we are sure that God’s Word is true and 
we can depend upon it. Some think that 
you are never made holy until you die 
but according to the Word of God this 
is a mistake. According to the words of 
Jesus found in Luke we can be holy in 
this life. I am sure that if we don’t at- 
tain holiness in this life we will never be 
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holy and if we don’t receive this blessing 
we will be banished from the presence of 
the Lord forever. “As he spake by the 
mouth of his holy prophets, which have 
been since the world began: That we 
should be saved from our enemies, and 
from the hand of all that hate us; to per- 
form the mercy promised to our fathers, 
and to remember his holy covenant; the 
oath which he sware to our father Abra- 
ham, that he would grant unto us, that 
we being delivered out of the hand of our 
enemies might serve him without fear 
in holiness and righteousness before him, 
all the days of our life,” Luke 1:70-75.

Think of 
the ministers, churches and members we 
have in the Church and everybody has a 
right to some space in the Evangel. No 
one should expect more than his share. 
Remember there are thousands _ besides 
you who want to put something in. God 
bless you and help you to see our posi- 
tion in the matter. We appreciate the 
good articles, reports and other material 
that you send in for the paper, but please 
make them as brief as possible, especially 
testimonies, reports and notices.

Is Your Faith True or False? 


What confidence is this wherein thou 
trustest? 2 Kings 18:19. 

We live in a world of uncertainty. Our 
life hangs on a thread. No one can tell 
what a day may bring forth. Are we 
prepared for any eventuality? Are we on 
the solid rock? There is much to mislead 
and to deceive us. We should take noth- 
ing for granted. It is our privilege to 
know that we are saved. What is your 
hope? 

1. Many trust in themselves. “I am 
good enough, I have no fears.” Look at 
yourself as God sees you in His Word: 
“He that trusteth in his own heart is a 
fool,” Prov. 28:26. Plain words are these, 
but true. Do not overestimate your good- 
ness, do not trust yourself. Have you 
not discovered your weaknesses and fail- 
ures long ago? The human “heart is de- 
ceitful above all things,” Jer. 17:9. 

2. Others trust in man. “None of us 
can by any means redeem his brother,” 
Psa. 49:7. And further “cursed is the 
man that trusteth in man, and maketh 
flesh his arm,” Jer. 17:5. How vain is 
that hope which is built on the goodness 
of father or mother or some other good 
friend. Salvation is not of man. No 
Christian, nor any number of them, 
could save another. 

3. Faith in your own religion is a false 
hope. ““Why I was saved twenty, thirty 
or forty years ago.” Many who were once 
converted have become careless and have 
gone back long ago, and some never lived 
the Christian life, hence are worse off 
than if they had never professed any- 
thing. Think how many so-called religi- 
ous people and those who once had a 
knowledge of salvation that are in hell 
today. They trusted in themselves, in 
their own good works, or some other vain 
hope to save them and they failed and 
went down. 

4. Many expect the Church to save 
them. Such a hope is vain. “We are 
Catholics, we are Methodists, we are Bap- 
tists, we are holiness people, we are Pen- 
tecostal people, or we are Church of God 
people, we are all right.” Church mem- 
bership is all right, but the question is, 
are we fit to make good ones? There is 
something that comes ahead of church 
membership. 

5. The true faith is found in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. He is “the way, the 
truth and the life.” “Blessed are all who 


put their trust in him,” Psa. 2:12. 
Christ’s work on Calvary satisfies the 
holy claims of God’s righteous law 


against every sinner. “Whosoever will” 


may come and be saved. Is this 
hope? 

On Christ the Solid Rock I stand, 

All other ground is sinking sand. 
“Lord, What Shall This Man Do?” 

“What is that to thee? follow thou 
me,” John 21:21. If others lag behind, 
neglect prayer, fail the Lord and become 
entangled with a spirit of pride, covet- 
ousness and sin, shall we do the same? 
Indeed no! God has called us, given us 
His Spirit to teach and lead us, we will 
go on and do our best, no matter what 
others do.

Dr. Martin Niemoller 

Dr. Martin Niemoller is not to be re- 
leased from his Nazi prison, according to 
a report from the London Daily Tele- 
graph’s Berlin correspondent. The deci- 
sion has been made despite the fact that 
Field Marshall Von Mackensen, who re- 
cently celebrated his eighty-ninth birth- 
day, intervened on the pastor’s behalf. 
The question was referred to Himmler, 
Chief of Police, and Kerrl, Minister for 
Ecclesiastical affairs, who agreed to re- 
lease Pastor Niemoller on certain terms. 
The conditions were that the pastor 
should never preach again and that he 
should stay outside Berlin for the next 
six months to avoid publicity. The pastor 
immediately refused. His call to preach, 
he said, came from God, not the state.— 
Christian Advocate.

Interesting Experiences 


My dear Evangel readers: 

We are still happily engaged in the 
work for the Lord in India. Many things 
have happened since I wrote last to the 
Evangel, so I hardly know how to begin. 
We have had many interesting experi- 
ences, but at times we hardly know 
what to do nor how to move. Lately we 
have been busy attending district con- 
ventions. This has been quite interesting 
and helpful spiritually. The people of 
each district make a “‘pundal” (like an 
American brush arbor) with bamboo 
poles and cocoanut palm leaves, under 
which to hold the services. Several hun- 
dred have attended these meetings. At 
this time, let me tell you of one to which 
we went. . 

Brother Cook had planned to go for 
the opening night but a missionary from 
Africa, Brother Salters, of the Congo 
Evangelistic Mission, was here on a short 
visit, so Brother Cook asked my wife and 
me to fill his appointment. We left the 
house about 6:30 p. m. and drove in the 
Ford about fourteen miles, as far as the 
road would let us travel. Then we had 
to get into a small native canoe which 
had been waiting for us for some time. 


This canoe was not rowed, but 
pushed by two men _ using long 
bamboo poles. Our speed was about 


one and one-half miles an hour and we 
had three miles to go. It was a beautiful 
night; the full moon was sending its 
silvery rays upon the tall palms, casting 
mystical shadows among the _ tropical 
growth. As we were creeping along the 
edge of this large river, we could hear 
the howling of the hungry dogs and the 
beating of the tom-toms of the neigh- 
boring villages. Now and then we passed 
a Hindu temple where the Hindus were 
preparing for a long pilgrimage to one 
of their largest temples, where at this one 
season of the year over 200,000 Hindus 
meet for worship. Also we could see 
smoke rising from the small fires over 
which was being cooked the family’s rice. 
Since the. natives do their cooking cut- 
side, often snakes or some poisonous bug 
will fall into the food without the fam- 
ily’s knowledge of same, and the entire 
family will be poisoned and die. We were 
thankful for the consciousness of God’s 
presence, for we certainly could feel the 
dark demon powers of hell lurking near. 
Just a few yards away we could hear the 
Hindus worshipping their gods, offering 
such sacrifices as they hoped would ap- 
pease the anger of the gods and invoke 
their blessings. I remarked to Mildred, 
“This must be India.” We talked very 
little on the trip, except an occasional 





remark about something purely native. 
My heart began to burn within for the 
salvation of these people as never before. 

At last we reached the place where we 
were met by a crowd of natives that 
were very glad of our arrival. In the 
distance we heard a drum beating and 
were informed that it was at our service. 
The congregation that night numbered 
about two hundred. Some were Chris- 
tians; others stood by and looked as if 
they had never seen a white face or been 
in a service of God before, while a num- 
ber were Hindus. God blessed the people; 
they sat with attentive ear to learn what 
I had to say. We had the return trip up 
the river after the service; consequently, 
we reached home about 2:00 a. m., but 
we praise God for the privilege to tell 
the sweet story of Jesus to a few more. 

The wonderful meetings of the annual 
general convention have just closed. We 
all enjoyed the good messages of Brother 
Livesy, one of the British Assembly of 
God missionaries. God exhorted His peo- 
ple through the missionaries and native 
ministers, and also spoke to us through 
tongues and interpretation. In one of the 
services, Brother Cook’s youngest son 
received the Holy Ghost while the writer 
was bringing the message. Many received 
the Holy Ghost during the convention. 
One sister, while waiting before the 
Lord in the early morning tarrying meet- 
ing, had three revelations or visions, in 
one of which the Lord showed her to re- 
move her wedding ring. The day services 
were well attended and there was an 
overflow at the evening meetings. The 
pundal for this convention was about 
125 feet by 150 feet, having a seating 
capacity (since they all sit on the 
ground) of about 5,000 people. At night 
the pundal was filled and many stood 
all around and in the road. Several 
times the number was well over 6,000, 
and on Saturday night it must have been 
8,000 people. On the closing Sunday 
morning, forty-eight were baptized in 
water; some of them shouted, danced, 
and talked in tongues in the water as 
they were being baptized. Oh, that all 
of you could have seen this joyous mul- 
titude marching, singing, and playing 
their native musical instruments, from 
the _pundal to the place of baptism and 
back to the pundal after the baptismal 
service. I wished that all the demons of 
hell could have heard that victorious 
march. And surely some of them did 
hear the shout of victory, because they 
have been working hard against us since. 

One evening as I lay down, I felt so 
troubled and perplexed that I saw no 
sleep for me the whole night. But as I 
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was praying and pondering over the sit- 
uations, these words came very sweetly 
and assuringly to me, “Have I not chos- 
en you? Did I not lead you into this 
place?” Immediately I said, “Yea, Lord, 
and thou art still leading and I will let 
you lead into perfect deliverance through 
every circumstance.” 

We have said, “Where He leads 
me, I will follow,” and that promise 
still holds good today. We believe He 
will lead into perfect victory. Many here 
are being blessed, but we earnestly covet 
your prayers that we will be instrument- 
al for the salvation of many.

Bishop Ford’s Missionary Visit 

To Dominica 


On Friday, Nov. 24, 1938, I sailed on 
the C. N. S. Lady Hawkins for Domini- 
ca. En route I arrived at St. Lucia next 
morning at 6:20 and after breakfast 
went ashore and had a lengthy conversa- 
tion with Sister Rosella Scatliffe concern- 
ing the work and especially the need of a 
male worker for whole-hearted service in 
that part of the field. St. Lucia is ripe; 
the people are hungry for gospel truth 
and want something better than what 
they have been getting. Though the ma- 
jority of the population speak “patois” 
(broken French), they are well ac- 
quainted with the English tongue also, 
so they can understand an English speak- 
ing preacher. Who will say, “Yes, Lord, 
I will go to St. Lucia if you send me”? 

The ship sailed for Dominica at 3:00 
p. m. and arrived at 9:00 p. m. I was 
met by Brother Harry Lewis who took 
me to the home of a Methodist family, 
where I boarded and lodged at two shil- 
lings and sixpence (60c) per day. On 
Sunday morning I met fifteen of the 
saints and preached. On Tuesday night I 
preached again. 

On Wednesday at 11:30 I took the 
small launch for the second _ station, 
Layou, nine miles from the city. I landed 
at St. Joseph, a very critical spot, and 
had to walk back a mile to Layou. At 
7:00 p. m. we held a prayer meeting in 
Brother Henry’s home, where three be- 
lievers and four unsaved were present. 
One of the unsaved attempting to pray 
expressed himself thus: “In the name of 
the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghost. 
Amen.” We request special prayer for 
him as he is a man of means and goes 
to no church. We rent a mission hall 
from him. God is working with his heart 
and he attends the mission regularly. 
On Thursday night I preached to a small 
gathering at the mission hall. A few 
Methodists and others were present. The 
saints were much encouraged by the two 
meetings. 

On Friday morning I took the launch

AN OLD FRIEND 


“One sad day, an old college mate 
came to our home. All went well for a 
day or two, when we decided to go on 
an old college ‘possum’ hunt. That night 
wrought my final ruin. My old chum 
had a flask, and from it I imbibed. I 
went home drunk, and from that flask 
I found strength to mistreat my confid- 
ing wife and my bright boys and baby 
girl. From that flask I got the inspira- 
tion to curse again, and the down-pull 
toward vagabondage, till the farm was 
mortgaged, then sold; and one day early 
in December, I put my family in a wag- 
on and drove twenty miles and huddled 
them in a one-room house, on the verge 
of a mosquito swamp, and settled down 
to day labor, while my family approached 
a Christmas which had in it no filled 
stockings, no warm clothes and Christ- 
mas dinner. Not one friendly face greeted 
us, but towards night rum fires broke out 
in me, and I left for the nearest barroom. 
Another bad hatch, Mr. Culpepper. 

“Several times I rallied, only to fall 
again. Thus time went. My children grew 
and my wife aged. I took my oldest boy 
out of school—put him to work in a 
mill, in which he was mangled by the 
machinery in a few days, and brought 
home so mutilated as to be beyond recog- 
nition. This my wife told me, for I was 
too drunk to know. Here, Mr. Culpep- 
per, was another awful hatch—and oh, 
how the chickens did come home to 
roost! To think of my past, to look at the 
present, to dare guess at the future, 
would drive me wild, and drive me to 
drink. 

“I had to take my other boy out of 
school. He worked in a sawmill for a 
year or so, supporting the family, such 
as it was. My little girl did the house- 
work and waited on a helplessly invalid 
wife. I drank, of course. One day my son 
came home with one hand amputated, 
having gotten it mashed under a falling 
log. Here was another bad hatch, Mr. 
Culpepper. 

“My boy went off on a visit, and did 
not return for several months, and I 
suspect he, too, was tramping and drink- 
ing, for he was rapidly falling to my 
ways. While he was gone, one night, 
my fourteen year old girl ran off with 
a man who had a living wife, and kept 
a liquor shop, leaving me almost drunk 


and her mother ill. Poor child! I could 
hardly blame her for I kept her in hell. 
But alas! she left it for a hotter one. 
The man took her to a brothel, under 
deception and promise of a speedy mar- 
riage. Here was another awful hatch, 
Mr. Culpepper. 

“My boy came home, learned the facts 
about his sister, went down and into his 
barroom and shot him dead, _ then 
brought his ruined sister home, and was 
taken to jail. A long trial followed, and 
no money. A life sentence was imposed. 
I stood by while my boy, with lashed 
hands, stooped and kissed his mother 
good-bye, then his sister. Wife did not 
shed a tear. She had quit crying of late. 
The fever of a broken-hearted sorrow 
had burned across the deadline, and left 
every gland of sympathy parched to a 
crisp. He did not say good-bye to me, 
but gave me a look which I knew meant 
‘Son-cursed father, you did it all.’ Here 
was another awful hatch, Mr. Culpep- 
per. 

“IT won’t keep you listening much 
longer. They took my boy off to the 
prison and I celebrated the event by 
getting drunk. I lay in a stupor at the 
groggery a day or two, sobered up a lit- 
tle, and tramped towards home. On the 
way I learned that while putting on the 
stripes my boy had killed himself, and 
that the remains had been shipped back. 
My dead boy greeted me when I went 
in, and here, Mr. Culpepper, was another 
awful hatch. © 

“T am done—only this; my wife died 
that night. She did not leave a message; 
did not give me a forgiving look, nor 
dying word; did not speak to or of our 
daughter, over whom the midwife stood 
in one corner of the room. I did not cry. 
I think I was glad she was at rest. I 
wanted more rum so bad I could not 
analyze any other pang. 

“My daughter died the next morning, 
but her illegitimate babe lived. The 
neighbors came and viewed with a curi- 
ous, wistful sorrow, my cabin full of 
dead. . 

“The last egg had hatched, Mr- Cul- 
pepper, and an awful hatch it was, too. 
I was numb to the situation. I couldn’t 
quite tell whether I cared or not. I was 
not quite sure that any of it was real. A 
kind woman asked me if I’d had any- 
thing to eat that day. I don’t think I 
had eaten for three days, but told her I 
was not hungry. Finding nothing at all 
to eat in the house, one looked at me and 
at my poor, dead wife, and asked if I 
didn’t think she starved. I had not till 
then thought of it, and told her I guessed 


so. I left the house for rum, rum, rum, 
Mr. Culpepper. When I sobered up again 
and went home, it was vacant, and out 
about thirty steps away, in full view, 
were three fresh graves. I sat down on 
the steps and looked at them, until the 
sun went down and the stars came out 
and the moon rose. Sleep had bidden me 
adieu. I just sat and looked. There were 
shadows about me, but I liked them. A 
screech owl quavered in a vine over my 
head, but it sounded so like I felt, as to 
be welcome. My boy’s dog—so lean— 
wobbled up and licked my hand. That 
friendly lap awoke one pungent memory. 
I think I thought, I am sure I felt a 
natural throb in the spot where my con- 
science used to be. Wife’s beautiful mal- 
tese crawled shyly under my arm and 
into my lap. I am sure I felt and 
thought. Memory awoke. The starving 
dog wobbled over and lay down as near 
his dead master as possible. The cat saw 
him and went over and seemed to try 


to comfort him, then mounted the fence ° 


and looked long down on the graves. I 
went out and stood by them, then opened 
the gate and let the dog in, lifted the pet 
off the fence and we three drew near our 
dead. The moon was high and cold, but 
I was alive and the past was real. I saw 
and felt. I keenly remembered and felt 
everything. My boyhood, my boyhood 
home, my sweetheart days, my happy 
married life, all came back. I counted ev- 
ery chicken, as they came flapping home 
to roost, as I lay with my head resting 
on my wife’s grave. I was sober, Mr. 
Culpepper, as I summed up the awful 
liquor hatch of my life. Near day, I must 
have fallen asleep. When I awoke, the 
sun was shining, the dog was dead, and 
so were my ideals and my hopes. The cat 
was gone and so were my loved ones 
and my home. I buried the dog in a 
shallow grave. Yes, Mr. Culpepper, you 
meant me when you said liquor eggs al- 
ways hatch a bad brood.” 

The poor old man, with marks of no- 
bility and the inebriate’s scars strangely 
mingled on his high brow and in his 
shackling gait—bade me good night and 
went back to sleep near his dead. As he 
left he said, “I forgot to tell you that 
I have never wanted to drink since that 
night, but it don’t make any difference, 
for it came too late to do any of them 
good. Preach, however, wherever you go 
on liquor eggs and what they hatch out. 
Goodnight again, sir.” 

I stood and looked after this poor 
victim of the vine; this poor rum rowdy; 
this poor gorge of gin; this old bundle

back to the city as the bus route seemed 
dangerous. On Friday night I met with 
the saints in the city and instructec 
them on the necessity of water baptism. 
One brother, who was born a Roman 
Catholic and who was brought to the 
knowledge of sins forgiven through 
Brother Whitney, a local worker, de- 
cided to obey the Word. Accordingly, on 
Sunday morning at 7:30 the _ brother 
went to the sea beach, accompanied by 
the saints, where he was baptized. There 
followed us to the beach about three or 
four hundred Roman Catholics to wit- 
ness this baptism—the first performed 
there. One can only imagine the noise, 
howling and shouts we saints had to en- 
counter. I made several attempts to paci- 
fy the crowd but without success until 
I spoke a few words which I had previ- 
ously caught in the “patois” (patois is 
spoken here to a very large extent as in 
St. Lucia but a good many understand 
English). I cried out, “O Bon Dieu, vin- 
nie aidez muier” (O God, come to my 
assistance). This had the desired effect; 
the crowd was quieted and I proceeded 
with the baptismal service. 

At 11:00 a. m. I dedicated a baby in 
our mission hall where a large number of 
Roman Catholics were present to see how 
the Church of God deals with infants. 
Following this I addressed the congrega- 
tion from 1 Peter 2:12. After giving the 
message on Sunday night the saints 
gathered around the Lord’s table—thir- 
teen communed. Meetings were held each 
night following, but on Thursday night 
I preached for Brother E. A. Steale of the 
Reformed Methodist church. 

Dominica stands in need of a resident 
male worker or missionary and we are 
praying that the Lord will send Bishop 
J. D. Scotland, upon whom many eyes 
are fixed, er that He may send whomso- 
ever He can use to His glory and honor.

faith, with unbelief, and at last ship- 
wreck, fruitless life, leaves only, no 
fruit, shouts and no works; mention 
tithes, their heads drop, their feathers 
drop like a whipped dunghill rooster. 


RESULTS OF PAUL’S GOSPEL 

Rom. 2:14, 15, “For when the Gen- 
tiles, which have not the law, do by na- 
ture the things contained in the law, 
these, having not the law, are a law un- 
to themselves: (Why?) Which shew the 
work of the law written in their hearts, 
their conscience also bearing witness, and 
their thoughts the meanwhile accusing 
or else excusing one another.” 


JUSTIFICATION 
This experience is often used among 
thousands, ““We don’t see it like you do 
and I don’t believe God intended us to 
believe alike and we are to only walk in 
the light as we see it.” Now is when the 
fireworks really begin. Where are we ex- 
cused for our ignorance?
